Come, let us go home, 
it is eyening. See, 
Mamma ! how tall mj 
shadow is. It is like 
a great black giant 
stalking after me^ 
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Tour shadow is tall 
because the sub is low 
in the skj ; it is near 
sunset. Look at jour 
shadow to-morrow at 
Boon^ and jou will find 
it a great deal shorter. 

In some countries 
the sun is directlj over 
their heads at noon^ 
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and then they have no 
shadow at all. 

If the 8nn were just 
over jour head it would 
he hotter than you 
could bear. 

Why is that? is not 
the sun nearer us when

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it is a great waj up 
in the skj ? 

No ; the sun does 
not reallj touch the 
fields, but he seems to 
do so, because jou can 
see nothing between 
them.

Come in. .Now put 
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your eye leyel with the 
table. Look at the 
globe that hangs at the 
other end of the room : 
Does it not appear to 
touch the table ? Yes 
it does. But if it was 
held aboye the table 
it would not appear to 
toucho No. So it is 
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with the Sun. But 
why is it hotter when 
the sun is oyer our 
heads ? Because his 
rajs come directlj 
down upon jou. Come 
and stand just against 
the middle of this fire. 
Now stand at the same 
distance sidewajs. — 
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Did not jott feel it hot- 
ter when jou stood 
quite opposite ? Yes ; it 
seorched mj face. — 
Well^ at noon the sun 
sends down his scorch- 
ing rajs, like a num. 
her of hurning arrows 
directlj down upon 
jou; but in the eren- 
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ing and the morning 
thej come more slant- 
ing, and fewer of them 
reach jou. That is 
the reason whj it is 
hotter at noon : the 
sun is always at the 
same distance, more 
thousands of miles off 
than JOU can count.

The Ass sajs, I am 
a Qjaadruped ; I am a 
rery patient good 
creature. I hare 
hoofs, and . yerj long 
ears^: 1 bray very 
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loud. The horse is 
frightened when I 
hraj, and starts back; 
hut I am very meek, 
and never hurt any 
thing. My young 
ones are colts ; I suc- 
kle them. I am not 
so big as a horse, and 
, I cannot gallop fast, 
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but I work very hard. 
Sometimes I carrj lit- 
tle bojs on my back, 
two or three at a 
time, and they whip 
me, and prick mj 
sides, to make me go 
faster. I carry greens 
to market, and tur- 
nips, and potatoes ; 
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and [ hare no stable 
to go into as a Horse 
has ; I alwajs lie out 
in the fields, in the 
snow, and in the rain, 
hat I am yerj con- 
tented. I give milk 
as well as^ the Cow; 
and mj milk is yerj 
good for people that 
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are sick, to make 
them well again. 



Ha ! what is there 
amongst the furze ? I 
can see onlj its ejes. 
It has yery large full 
eyes. It is a Hare. It 
is in its form, squat- 
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ting down amongst 
the bnshes to hide it- 
self, for it is very 
fearful. The Hare is 
yery innocent and 
gentle. Its colour is 
brown ; but in conn, 
tries which are very 
cold it turns white as 
snow. It has a short 
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bash J tail; its lip is 
parted, and verj 
hairj; and it alwajs 
mores its lips. Its 
hind legs are yery 
long, tha;t it maj run 
the better. The Hare 
feeds upon herbs, and 
roots, and the bark 
of joung trees, and 
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green corn ; and same- 
times it will creep 
through the hedge^ 
and steal into the gar* 
dens, to eat pinks an<d 
a little parslej; and 
it loves to play and 
skip about bj moon, 
light, and to bite the 
tender blades of grass 
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when the dew is upon 
them ; hnt in the day- 
time it sleeps in its 
form. It sleeps with 
its ejes open^ because 
it is rerj fearful and 
timid, and when it 
hears the least noise 
it starts and pricks 
up its large ears* 
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And when the hunts- 
man sounds his horn, 
^nd the poor harm- 
less Hare hears the 
Dogs coming, then it 
runs awaj very swift: 
ly straight forward, 
stretching its legs, 
and leaves them all 
behind. But the Dogs 
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pursue her, and sbe 
grows tired, and can. 
not run so fast as at 
first. Then she dou- 
bles, and turns, and 
runs hack to her 
form, that the houuds 
maj not find her ; hut 
they run with their 
iioses to the ground, 
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smelling till thej have 
found her out. So 
when she has run five 
or six miles, at last 
she stops and pants 
for hreath, and eaii 
run no further^ Then 
the hoqnds come up, 
and tear her, and kill 
lier. Then when she 
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is dead, her little 
limbs, which moved so 
fast, grow quite stifl^ 
and cannot more at 
all. A snail conld go 
faster than a hare 
when it is dead : and 
its poor little heart 
that beat so quick, is 
quite still and cold ; 
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and its roupd fall 
ejes are dull and dim; 
and its soft furrj skin 
is all torn and bloodj. 
It is good for nothing 
now but to be roasted* 
All birds that swim 
in the water are web- 
footed. Their toes 
are joined together bj 
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a skin that grows be«. 
tween them; that is 
being web-footed $ and 
it helps the birds to 
swim well, for then 
their feet are like the 
fins of a fish* 

The Swan sajs my 
name is Swan; I am 
a large bird^ larger 
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than a goose* Mj 
bill is red, bnt the 
Bides of it are black, 
iiiQd I liare black 
nbout my ejes. My 
legs are dusky, but 
my feet are red, and 
I am web-footed. My 
body is all white, as 
white as snowj, and 
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yerj beaiitifiil. I have 
a yerj long . neck. I 
lire in rivers and 
lakes. I eat plants 
that grow in the wa- 
ter, and seeds, and lit- 
tle insects, and snails. 
I do not look pretty 
when I walk upon 
the ground, for I 
cannot walk well at 
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all ; but when I am 
in the water, swim- 
ming smoothlj along, 
arching my long neck, 
and dipping mj white 
breast, with which 1 
make waj though the 
water, I am the most 
graceful of all birds. 
I build my nest in a 
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little island amongst 
the reeds and rushes. 
I make it of sticks 
and long grass : it is 
Terj large and hi^. 
Then I laj mj eggs, 
which are white, and 
yerj large, larger a 
great deal than a 
goose's egg; and I 
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sit upon them for two 
months ; then thej are 
hatched, and mj joung 
ones come out. They 
are called cjgnets, 
Thej are not white 
at first, * but grejish. 
If any body was to 
come near me when 
I am in my nest, sit- 
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ting upon mj eggs^ 
or when I hare mj 
jonng ones, I should 
flj at him; for I am 
rerj fierce to defend 
mj joung : and if yon 
were to come to take 
them awaj, I should 
heat jon down with 
my strong pinion, and 
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perhaps break jour 
arm. I lire a verj 
great while. 

The sua says, My 
name is Sua; I am 
yery bright. I rise 
in the east ; and whea 
1 rise then it is day. 
I look in at yonr 
window with my 
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1)?ight golden eye, and 
tell jon t?hen it is 
time to g^t up ; and I 
saj, Sluggard, get up : 
I do not skine for 
yon to lie in jour 
fe<ed and sleep, but I 
sfaiae for jou to get 
up and work, and 
read and walk about. 
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I am a gre^t traveller, 
I travel all ov^r the 
sky ; I never »top, 
and / never am tired, 
I have a crown upon 
my head of bright 
beams, and I send 
forth my rays e?ery 
where. I shine upon 
the trees and the 
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houses, and upon the 
water ; and ererj 
thing looks sparkling 
and beaafifnl when / 
shine npon it. / giye 
joa light, and I give 
yon heat, for /make 
it warm. I make the 
frnit ripen, and the 
corn ripen. If / did 
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Bot shine upon the 
fields and' upon the 
gardens nothing woald 
grow. / am* np rery 
high in the skj, high- 
er than all trees, high- 
er than the clouds, 
higher than eyery 
thing, /am a great 
way off. If I were

I am all made of hot 
flowing fire. I haye 
been in the skj a 
gr^at while. Four 
years ago there was 
no Charles ; Charles 
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was not aliye then, 
bnt there was a Sua. 
I was in the skj be- 
fore papa and mamma 
were aliye, a great 
man J long years ago; 
and I am not grown 
old jet Sometimes I 
take off my crown of 
bright rays, and wrap 
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up tnj head in thin 
Bilver clouds, and 
then jou maj look at 
me ; hut when there 
are no clouds, and I 
shine with all my 
brightness at noon- 
daj, JOU cannot look 
at me, for 1 should 
dazzle jour . ejes, and 
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make yom blioi* 
Onlj the Eagle can 
look at me then : the 
Eagle with his strong 
piercing eje can gaze 
npon me alwajs. And
